4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As Applicant has noted on page 10, 2 nd and 3 rd paragraphs, of Remarks, filed 10 May 
2005, Berry (USPN 6,738,977), Merrick (USPN 6,339,841) and other cited prior arts taken alone 
or in combination, fail to disclose "selecting information from the class file in a memory portion 
after the class file has been loaded into said memory portion", in combination with "... a method 
reference portion comprising a list, representing all of a plurality of selected methods, which is 
arranged as a sequence of reference cells each representing one of the plurality of the selected 
methods, wherein each of said reference cells includes a method name field, a method signature 
field, and a method reference cells includes a method name field, a method signature field, and a 
method code field", as similarly recited in all independent claims, claims 1, 22, and 29. Thus, 
all remaining pending claims 1,9-14, and 22-35 are allowed. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
